I placed on board two waiting land 
planes. These two planes hopped off 
for New York and were hopeful of 
reaching New York for the Saturday 
edition, of the News, but heavy fogs 
descended and killed all hopes.

ever encountered by 
the flyers the plane landed at the 
West Side Park, Jersey City. A little

Failing 
this, very early sprin;g planting of 
vvell miaturecl and early plants is 
necessary. 

As the fruit buds of these faU 
bearers are fomied shortly after 
the young jplants root, an appli- 
?ation of a nitrogenous fertilizers 
soimetime early in July, has been 
Lcimcl very helpful in promoting 
productiveness in the fall. 

It is advisable, of course to keep 
■be bloom picked off during the 
t'irst year until the first of July. 
Vfter that, however, they should 
)e permitted to fruit at will. We 
have not been able to obtain re¬ 
mits froim the removal of the 
l)lociin the second spring. At this 
time* blossom remloveble is really 
’m practicable owing to the heavy 
expense involved and the loss of a 
'Xood June crop. 

Of the varieties to be recom¬ 
mended, only two< have really been 
tried at this Statio-nt viz., Cham¬ 
pion and Duluth. These' both 
■mi^rovements oTver Progressive 
and Superb under our conditions 
(at Ottawa) .The two other much 
advertised varieties, Mastoden and 
Roc'khill, have not fruited here as 
vet, but the writer has iseen the 
Rockhill in other places where it 
appeared to be the most promis¬ 
ing fall bearing sort yet intro¬ 
duced. 

Canadians imust remember that 
our falls are n,ot as long as furth¬ 
er south, which means that many 
oTcen berries are frozen on the 
vines. This necessitates a considl- 
erable discount from fall yields 
reported from other quartos. 


MANURE EXPERIMENTS 

at SOOTT, SASK, 


Of Interest To Farmers 


Two important falctors in crop 
production are the type 'of soil 
and the averalge annual precipi¬ 
tation. In view of the fact that 
these factors vary considerably in 
d^iffevent sections of the west, it 
is self evident that experimental 
results obtained in one district 
•can be applied only where condi¬ 
tions are soanewhat similar. At the 
Dominion Experimental Station at 
Scott, Sask., the soil is a sandy 
loam, and the average annual pre- 
cipiaion for fourteen years is 
13:02 inches. All yields mention¬ 
ed belo^w were obtained at the 
Scott Stations and for the most 
part are average yields for a ten 
year period). 

Fresh manure from the stable 
applied on fall ploughed stubble 
during the winter has failed to 
increase the yield -of wheat, but 
has increased the yield of barley 
hy 6 bushels and oats by 10.1 
bushels per acre. Rotted manure 
applied just before ploughing 
sum;mierfallO)W has increased the 
yield of wheat 6.1 bushels per 
acre. Riottedl imianure a;pplied just 
previous to fall ploughing has in¬ 
creased the yield of wheat by 6.1 
bushels, barley 9 bushels and oats 
10.2 bushels per acre. Rotted ma¬ 
nure applied as a top dressing has

increased the yield of wheat by 
only 1 bushel, barley 1.5 bushels 
and oatsi 5 bushels ip^r acre. 

It is true that the rotting man¬ 
ure reduces the quantitl consid¬ 
erably' but it is not considered 
sound practice to scatter fresh ma¬ 
nure on the soil on account of the 
viable seeds of -'weeds and grain 
which it usually contains.... 

It is important to scatter the 
manure well when applying, to 
prevent large lumps froon being 
plowed under which form air 
spaces and dry the soil to such an 
extent that the -manure may do 
more harm than good. It is dif¬ 
ficult to scatter evenly with a fork 
bnt the cllra,g, harrow can be used 
effectively- for- scattering- before 
ploughing. 

PEAS PLOWED UNDER 

Peas have been groVm on sum- 
merfallow and plowed under when 
in bloom and compared with bare 
sumim;erfallow with and without 
rotted manure. The peas plough¬ 
ed under have not increased the 
yield sufficiently to pay for the 
I seed used. 


STRAWBERRIES 


A radio talk given by Prof. E. 
H. Stricklai^, of the University of 
Alberta. ^ 

To-night I want to remind' the 
farmers of Alberta to mie on the 
lookout ifor wheat stem saw-flies 
in their wheat fields. Last Feb¬ 
ruary I cl|;scribech 'Over the radio, 
the life^ history of this insect, and 
tried to'^sjiovi what a serious meu'- 
ace iP constitutes to our wheat 
producers^; 

I d^y^cribed the methods 
whereby, we can combat it. Since 
that date*-the Legislative Assem¬ 
bly Ms glassed an aimendment to 
the Pss^Act which makes it com- 
P'ulso^y for eteAone who has saw- 
flies in his wheat fields to take the 
simple ^ieasuresi„Uia>.3re necess¬ 
ary fo^heir suppression. 

Let me now remind you once 
again how to recognize their pres¬ 
ence ^d ho-w to destroy them . 

Tii^j^dult flying sa\y-fly can be 
found around the edges bf wheat 
fields in June. At thal time of 
the year they cut srnall slits 
through th^ leaf sheath and 
force minute eggs into the hollow 
straw. From these eggs emierge 
small white grub's 'which immedi- 


AVhile everbearing strawberries 
can hardly be considered a com¬ 
mercial crop for general use, yet 
such advances have been made 
with the introduction of newer 
varieties, that they are worth a 
Irial in miany places. 

The fall yield from these var¬ 
ieties is much lower than from the 
June sorts. Thi.s necessitates a 
higher price if the returns per 
acre are to be comparable. Some 
uf the best varjetiesi, have, c.t the 
Central Experimental Farm, 
yielded at the rate of 2000 to 2500 
I'oxes per acre, the first fall and 
then have given a June crop the 
Following season at the rate of 
l'C'ClQ-5finD bcwxes, with a second fall 
cio,p about equal to the first. 

To obtain; the best results fall 
olanting seems to be advisal.de- 
By planting in September the 
yd ants iboco'me -wiell established, 
and are thus in{ a position to foimi 
i largo numhor of runers for t'*o 
next fall’s n'np. As/ most varie¬ 
ties of everbearers are not rapid 
runner mak'-is, pliant then: no: 
more than one foot apart in' tl'c 
3 first fall crop is 
stagger them and 
e row one fj.t 
apart- leaving three and a hil: 
between centres of double rows. 

In this way a very large number 
of young plants can be establish-

Froim] this brief account you 
must see that the big loss that 
arrises from the sawfly that the 
grub cuts off tlie v'^xav/ just be¬ 
fore the grain rpems. does no 
appreciable darrage to the grain 
itself, for the beads on infected 
straws are as veil filled as, are 
those on unattadved strav/s. 

Up to the present time sawfiies 
have not caused serious losses 
anywhere in ilberta. For the 
past twelve years $omn of you 
may have .obseived a few fallen' 
around tbi^ edges of the ^Ids and 
you may also have observed that 
the damaj^.^does not apjsSear to he 
increasin'". The edges to a diepth 
cf a couple of rods or are the 
only parts of tlie fields that are 
attacked. Still imiore yuu may 
wonder why the Legislative As¬ 
sembly should: have seen fit to 
amiend the Pest Act, making it 
compidsory for farmers to des¬ 
troy these few sa'wflies which rip- 
pear to be doing so little damage.

as it is now in Albertai. In 1915 
however an mlost alarming thing 
happened. The sawflies in that 
year were found to have greatly 
increased in numbers and to be 
infesting entire fields. Every 
subsquent year brought heavier 
losses up till 1922, when it was 
officially stated that three imillion 
bushels of wheat had been lost to 
the Manitoba farmers, amdl that 
in several fields as much as TO 
per cent of the wheat was lying 
on the ground before ever a bind¬ 
er had entered them. 

Since that date losses have been 
reduced because the farmers no\v 
cut as much of their wheat as 
they can while it is still gre'^n 
but the sawfly is now mbre num- 
ever been before. No farmer 
dares to leave his wheat to ripen 
before cutting it, since the saw- 
fly will be ahead of him' in harv¬ 
esting the crop. 

Eastern Saskatchewan has suf¬ 
fered! from the same pest though 
the trouble occurred there about 
10 years later than it did ini Mani¬ 
toba. Gradually the sawfly men¬ 
ace has travelled westward and 
now it threatens Alberta. It is 
absolutely certain, in so far as 
human judgement can show, that 
by 1936 the wheat field of Alber¬ 
ta Avill bfe as badly infested as are 
those of Manitoba, unless from 
this year on the farmers of Al¬ 
berta make a dietermined effort to 
combat this pest. Already in at I 
least three districts in this prov-' 
ince there are signs that the saw- 
fly is leaving the edges of the 
fields and is invading them, 
throughout. This is the first step 
toward a rapid increase and is 
the sign that it is almost too late 
to prevent permanent annual 
losses. 

The reason for the sudden in¬ 
crease of this pest after it has 
been allowed'' to exist around the 
edges of the fields for a -nlumber 
of years is as follows: 

The sawfly grubs norimally live 
in the flowering stems of grasses.

Putting on the jUiishing touches 


Many a man who is undecided as 
to the breed of dairy cattle that he 
will select has been influenced in 
making his decision by the animals 
of a particular breed that he has 
seen in public. 

The individual breeder secures a 
great deal of advertising as the re¬ 
sult of exhibiting at fairs, or in of¬ 
fering good animals at public sales. 
It gives people a chance to see and 
know the kind of stock that a man is 
l)reeding and paves the way for fu¬ 
ture business. 

It is essential that special care and 
attention be given dairy animals far 
in advance of the time that they are 
to be exhibited or sohl. Exhibiting 
or selling animals publicly in their 
every day clothes is poor advertising 
and puts them at disadvantage 
when the competition is keen. It 
takes feeveral weeks to put a dairy 
animal in good show condition and 
what applies to fitting for show ap¬ 
plies as well to fitting for sale. 

It is important that the dairy ani¬ 
mal to bf xhibited or sold be in 
good flesl % . good covering of flesh 
adds to s.. increases smoothness 
and indicates that the animal is 
thrifty and in good health. Dairy 
animals being fitted need extra feed. 

Stabling and blanketing are great 
aids in putting the hair and hide in 
condition. ' Dy stabling in summer, 
the animal is protected from the hot 
sun which makes the hide harsh and 
stiff to the touch. A roomy box stall 
that is kept clean and well bedded 


provides desirable quarters. Contin¬ 
uous blanketing helps keep ihe ani¬ 
mal clean, sweats the hide, thus im¬ 
proving its handling qualities and 
makes the hair lay to the body. The 
blanket need not be expensive but 
it must be tied on securely. ' 

Every dairy animal that is to be 
exhibited should have the hair 
clipped from the entire body about 
three weeks previous to the date of 
the show or sale. This will get rid 
of the old hair and allow a new, 
even growth to develop- which will 
greatly improve the appearance and 
increase the selling value of the 
animal. 

A point often overlooked in the 
preparation of a dairy animal for 
show or sale is that of training to 
lead and stand properly. An un¬ 
trained animal cannot display its 
good points to advantage if it com¬ 
bats the efforts of the attendant to 
exhibit it properly. A little time 
spent each day in training to handle 
properly will save effort and em¬ 
barrassment at the show or sa!^ and 
’’-crease the financial return. 

# While in the show or sale ring, the 
man in charge of an animal should 
have one main thought in mind^ 
namely that of showing the animal 
to advantage. By this is meant that 
when it stands, its feet are properly

lay their eggs through the sides 
of the grass stems in the grtihs as 
they tunnel doAvn inside them!. 

By somie method that Ave cannot 
explain! a few- uf the adult saw- 
flies found that they could lay 
lay their eggs in the wheat straws 
.inst as well as they could in grass. 
For this reason they flew fro^m 
the grass when they had bred to 
the edges of the wheat fields. 
Here their grubs lived and for 
some reason which again we can¬ 
not explain the parasites have 
failed to find these grubs in their 
ncwi home. As a rsult nearly 
every grub that is living in a 
Avheat stem will cut off the straw, 
remain in; the stub till spring and 
then escape as a sawfly, Avhereas 
about 90 out of every 199 that 
were living in grass will haA^o 
been discovered and killed 'by the 
parasites. A sawfly lays afb’out 
30 eggs. If all of these eggs are 
laid in wheat and all survive’ 
there Avill be about 30 times as 
many savdlies the folloAving 
year. In a few years the family 
of one sawfly will ha\"e increased 
to millions.
